2. The applicant discussed the amendment to claim 1 that comprise "an error correction circuit responsive to the 
detector and the averaging circuit to provide a signal quality metric that governs which signals are averaged'This 
limitation was cited in claim 7 and imported into the independent claim 1 

3. the Examiner noted that this amendment require further examination and directed the applicant to col. 5, lines (25- 
40) in Rothberg that discloses substantially the same. ■
